Thursday, the County 
Board of Commissioners 


deficit facing the county. 
“We just have to do 


something about it,” 
remarked Chairman Larry 
Mattis as Commission 
‘members looked at spen- 
ding cuts that may reduce 
the budget now anticipated 
to be in the neighborhood 
of some $150,000. “‘We are

The Commission recently 
announced layoffs of a 
sizeable number of county 
employees, along with 
CETA workers, recovering 
about $50,000 of this 
year’s projected deficit. 

Probably most of the 
serjons concerns expressed 
at Wednesday’s meeting 
was the question of 
adequate police protection 


of out-lying residents. A 
number of Leake Margrethe 
property owners expressed 
concern about a possible 
cut-off in police surveillan- 
ce.

layoff procedures with 
union representatives. At- 
torney Tom Kent represen- 
ted the county in the Wed- 


nesday session, and 
although a number of 
alternatives were 


discussed, no final decision 
was reached on the layoff 
question, centered primar- 
jly around the sheriff's 
dept. cutback. According 
to Commissioner Jackie 
Bonkowski, the county 
could be faced with a 
grievance involving that 
particular layoff which 
could cost the county 
“some $40-$50,000 in bin- 
ding arbitration costs.” 

A recent audit by the 
State of Michigan revealed 
that 20% must be cut from 
each of the county’s 
departments for the 
system to be self-sufficient. 

County officials along 
with the sheriff are 
struggling about the cut- 
back in the sheriff's dept., 
with the final objective, of 
course, providing adequate 
protection to all Crawford 
County residents with 
capable personnel.

maintain existing levels of 

the program. 

According to Diedrich, in 
order to operate the school 
under the 15.65 mills last 
year it was necessary to 
use $108 thousand of the 
reserve fund. He said that 
the reserve is called a fund 


_equity and includes items 


of inventory such as 
gasoline in storage tanks 
but not necessarily money. 
The cash that is in the ac- 
count is a reserve that is 


maintained to pay the bills 
during July and August, 


Diedrich commented: 


Diedrich said that the 
schoo! has already run into 
problems with the reduced 
cash availability because it 
is more difficult to meet 
the summer payrolls and 
pay the bills. He noted that 
the school is borrowing 
more frequently and can- 
not borrow as much money 
as it could before. The 
reason, he said, is because 
the school can only borrow 
against 7.1 mills because 
that is the county allocated 
millage. Due to the defeat 
in June of the 15.65 
renewal, this guarantee for 
borrowing no longer exists. 

The school is also losing 
money because the ready 
cash cannot be invested for 
as long a period of time and 
therefore does not draw as 
much interest, Diedrich 
commented. 

“If the present 15.65 
mills were to be the finan- 
cial base of the school, we 
would be $300 thousand 
short of meeting expen- 
ses,’ Diedrich said. In or- 
der to make up that dif- 
ference it is absolutely 
essential that the schools 
ask for an additional 3.25 
mills, he commented. 

Inflation cost that has 
created the need for the 
additional millage includes: 
transportation cost up 17 
percent, heating cost 18 
percent and electricity up 5 
percent. Other expected in- 
creases are: Special 
Education 8 percent and 
paper products 30 percent. 

Diedrich concluded that 
the need is still there for 
the money and things have 
not changed & bit since the 
millage defeat,

GREAT LAKES CRUISE 1979—The guided missile 
frigate USS Oliver Hazard Perry (FFG- 7) will visit St. 
Ignace on 29 and 30 August during a six week Great 
Lakes Cruise beginning in early August. 

Perry will tie up at the old state ferry dock at the end 
of Ferry St., and be open to the public each afternoon of 
its stay. The purpose of the cruise is to bring the Navy to 
a large segment of the American people in an inland area;

Commissioned in 1977, USS Oliver Hazard Perry is 
the first of a new class of guided missile frigates designed
